Gentlemen, 

The  following  Rejwrt  is  prepared  in  accordance  witli 
instructions  given  in  Circular  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health,  dated  25th  October,  193S,  and  will  be  an  Ordinary 
He]wrt.  ^Matters  which  are  speeially  referred  to  in  the 
Cireular  will  be  found  enumerated  and  dealt  with  in  this 
Re])ort. 

There  is  an  increase  in  the  Infant  Deaths  under  one  year 
of  age,  our  figure  this  year  being  59. dG  as  compared  with 
51.95  last  year,  and  is  above  the  average  for  England  and 
Wales,  i.e.,  53  per  1.000  live  births.

Hospitals,  Public  and  Voluntary. 

The  Falmouth  and  District  Hospital  serves  this  area 
with  aeeommodation  of  fifty  beds.  .Also  the  Hoyal  Cornwall 
Sailors’  Hospital  with  ten  beds. 

Our  Isolation  Hospital  has  aeeommodation  for  ei^diteen 
])atients.  In  addition  there  is  the  Public  Assistance  Institu- 
tion which  is  maintained  by  the  County  Council. 

Midwives. 

Apart  from  the  two  midwives  employed  by  the  Falmouth 
District  Nursin<f  Association,  who  are  assisted  also  by  two 
District  Xurses,  who  are  certified  midwives,  there  are  two 
nudwives  praetisin<r  privately,  and  also  those  at  or  kU|)plied 
by  the  \ursin<r  Homes. 

Maternal  Mortality. 

.Vrranooments  have  been  made  with  the  County  Medical 
Oflieer  of  Health  to  investi*rate  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  or 
Puerperal  Pyrexia.  Xursin^r  of  these  cases  where  suitable 
at  home  is  carried  out  by  arran<fement  with  the  County 
Midwife  Superintendent.

Of  this  number  210  were  found  to  be 
iu  all  res|H-cts  fit  for  humau  habitation,  2.9  with  defects 
remediable  under  the  Cublie  Health  and  Housing  Acts 
and  iS  were  found  to  be  totally  unfit.

SECTION  F. 

Prevalence  of,  and  Control  over  Infectious  Diseases.  General. 

Scarlet  Fever  of  a mild  variety  has  been  prevalent  in 
the  latter  (piarter  of  the  year  affeeting  mostly  school  children. 
'I'here  has  been  a marked  prevalence  of  sore  throats  of 
streptoeoeeal  type  for  the  last  half  of  the  year.  Feeling 
of  scarlatinaform  type  has  been  observed  in  children  who 
have  had  no  ap|)arent  sore  throat  or  acute  maitifestation  of 
disease.  Otitis  Media  has  been  noticeably  absent.  ^Vhere 
possible  all  eases  were  removed  to  the  local  Isolation  Hospital ; 
in  certain  eases,  especially  in  the  ease  of  the  only  child, 
the  child  has  been  nursed  at  home.  All  eases  of  .Scarlatina 
have  been  in  hospital  for  si.x  weeks  and  all  at  home  ha\e 
as  far  as  possible  been  isolated  for  this  |K'riofl.  One  doubtful 
“ return  case  ” occurred  I'rom  those  in  the  hospital.  Intima- 
tion from  the  schools  as  to  the  prevalence  of  specific  diseases 
is  very  helpful  for  early  diagnosis. 

\o  artificial  immunization  against  infectious  disease 
has  been  carried  out  e.xeept  in  eases  in  contact  with  diph- 
theria. in  which  eases  ordinary  autit(>xin  (Haver  or  Hurroughs 
Wellcome  and  (’o.)  has  been  used.  Private  ])raetitiouers  do 
a certain  amount  of  artificial  immunization  against  diph- 
theria. Xo  local  action  with  regard  to  the  use  of  Measles 
serum  I'or  prophylaxis  or  attenuation  has  been  taken  e.xeept 
by  private  practitioners.

Gentlemen, 

In  snbmittinij;’  to  yon  my  twellth  iVnnnal  lle])ort  on  the 
sanitavy  circumstances  t)f  the  llorongli,  1 have  liad  carelul 
rcffard  to  the  <fnidancc  <fi\'en  in  the  (’ircnlar  No.  1,7^8, 
issued  1)V  tlie  ^iinistry  of  Health  for  this  purpose,  and  also 
to  the  matter  «‘iven  in  previous  reports.  llej^etition  of 
explanation  or  comment  has  been  avoided  wherever  jiossible. 
The  Re])ort  is  set  out  on  similar  lines  to  the  past  eleven 
years  so  as  to  facilitate  reference  or  comparison  with  these 
if  so  desired. 

The  Ministry  of  Health  held  an  Inqiury  on  the  2nd 
November  on  the  Council’s  1937  Slum  Clearance  Pro^-ramme, 
when  objections  to  the  makinyr  of  the  Demolition  Orders, 
etc.,  were  lieard  and  afterwards  the  Inspecter  conducting 
the  inejuiry  visited  all  the  premises. 

Nine  of  the  Orders  were  confirmed  in  respect  of  all  the 
houses,  whilst  two  were  confirmed  subject  to  minor  modifi- 
cations. 

The  1937  ]n’ogramme  originally  consisted  of  twelve 
Clearance  Areas,  I)ut  the  Council  decided  to  withdraw  the 
Grove  Cottage  area. 

The  Local  Authority  has  built  700  houses,  228  of  which 
were  to  re-house  tenants  displaced  under  the  1 9.3  f,  1935, 1936, 
and  1937  slum  clearance  programmes  of  the  Housing  Act 
19.30.

'I'he  itatherinif  jfrounds  are  of  travel  and  peat  sid)-soil. 

Hoth  Iliirh  and  Low  Level  supplies  arc'  meehanieally 
filtered  and  are  then  treated  with  the  latest  Chlorine  (ias 
1 ustallation. 

'I'he  following'  is  the  practice  followed  to  assure  the  purity 
oftln  su])ply  to  epn uiiners  : - 

(1)  Ortho-tolidine  'I'ests  are  taken  twice  daily  to  notify 
any  possible  oryanie  ehanifcs  in  the  water,  neeessitat- 
ino  increased  sterili/atiou.  or  otherwise. 

(2)  Haeteriolofrical  Analysis  is  undertaken  monthly  and 
Chemical  .Vnalysis  cpiarterly.  except  when  shortajxe 
oeeurs,  when  samples  are  taken  weekly.

( t)  Samples  are  taken  for  llaeterioloifieal  and  Chouieal 
Analysis  of  Crude  Water  every  other  month  an<l  on 
s|)eeial  occasions  when  there  is  reason  to  eonelude  that 
some  sudden  and  uuex])eeted  ehamre  has  takem  place;

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In  the  above  respects  the  t'orporatioii  have  adopted  the 
reeoininendations  of  tlieir  Chemists,  l)rs.

Sanitary  Accommodation. 

\Vith  the  exception  of  a very  small  number  of  premises 
in  the  rural  parts  of  the  borough,  which  were  addetl  by  the 
extension  in  ID.tt,  all  premises  are  eonneeted  to  the  sewers 
or  cesspits  on  the  water-carriage  system.

Number  of  Wholesale 
Traders,  19,  live  of  whom  arc  Producers  in  the 
Borough.  There  arc  also  22  shops  registered  for 
the  sale  of  Milk  and  Cream.  \Ve  have  four  purve3^ors 
retailing  Accredited  Milk,  five  retailing  Tubeculin 
Tested  (Certified)  Milk,  and  ojie  Pasteurised. 
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'I'liirty-six  Sani])lcs  of  milk  have  l)eei)  sent  to  the  Itoyal 
Cornwall  Inlinnary  Patholo^rieal  l)e])artment  for 
Methylene  Hhie  Test  and  for  jiresence  or  absemte 
of  Coliform  Baeillus.  Sixteen  sam])les  were  taken  for 
presence  of  Tuherele  Ihieilli,  all  of  whieh  <,nive 
nejfative  results. 

For  the  size  of  the  Town  there  is  a larife  nnmher  of 
Milk  Distrilnitors,  the  total  nnmher  of  Milk  Pur- 
veyors heintf  52  and,  with  the  exception  of  three 
Purveyors,  all  sii|)plies  are  delivered  once  daily. 

We  have  eij^hteen  Cowkeepers  who  provide  aeeom- 
modation  for  about  two  hundred  and  seven  eows. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  further  pro<,n’ess  has  been 
made  to  eomply  with  the  Statutory  Xotiees  served 
some  time  a^^o  on  most  ol'  the  Farmers.  On  live 
farms  the  work  ol'  reeonst ruction  of  Moors,  provision 
of  ade(|uat(‘  li;,ditin<f  and  ventilation,  rendering  of 
internal  walls  in  cement,  construetion  of  new  drainage, 
middens  and  cesspits  have  been  carried  out. 

One  farmer  has  decided  to  feed  his  stock  with  the 
milk  yield  rather  than  to  any  expense  in  meetin^f 
the  re(piiremcnts  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  Ord(‘rs. 
and  Arwenack  Farm  has  b(‘en  demolished. 

Under  the  County  of  Cornwall  .Vet.  192!),  all  Manu- 
facturers, Vendors  and  Dealers  in  Ice  Cream  are 
reapnred  to  be  registered,  and  also  their  jwemises. 
During  the  year  9 a])])lications  were  received  I'or 
registration,  all  of  whieh  were  registered,  bringing 
the  total  number  of  Registered  Dealei-s.  etc.,  to  5:i. 
Periodical  ins])ections  are  made  of  the  ])remises 
where  Ice  ('ream  is  jircpared  or  sold,  including  tho.se 
of  hawkers’  carts.  On  the  whole.  1 am  glad  to  say 
that  our  rcciuirements  are  carried  out  and  the  premises 
kci)t  clean.  No  sanijdes  have  been  taken  for  ex- 
amination of  Tubercle  bacilli,  and  no  action  has 
been  neecssary  under  the  Milk  (Special  Designation) 
Order,  192;3.

Small  quantities  of  unsound  meat,  fruit,  vegetables

Disinfection  Work. 

160  Rooms  Avere  disinfected  in  consequence  of  the 
occurrence  of  infectious  diseases,  together  witli  a number 
of  other  things — ineluding  bedding  and  elothing  and  44  for 
A^ermin.  410  gallons  and  648  eight  oz.  tins  of  disinfectant  fluid 
Avere  giA^en  out  by  the  DejAartment  during  the  year,  chiefly 
to  Caretakers  of  Schools  and  Public  Conveniences,  and 
Avhere  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  AA'ere  nursed  at  home. 

High  Pressure  Steam  Disinfection  is  carried  out  at 
the  Isolation  Hospital  by  means  of  a Washington-Lyon  Disin- 
fector and  a small  quantity  of  beds,  etc.,  Avere  disinfected. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs, 

Only  3 houses  (tAvo  of  Avhieh  belong  to  the  Couneil)  Avere 
found  to  be  infested  Avith  Bugs.  Disinfestation  Avas  earried 
out  by  the  loeal  authority,  and  the  method  adopted  Avas 
fumigation  Avith  sulphur,  spraying  Avith  inseeticide  or  other 
a|)|)roved  fumigants.  In  all  cases  the  Avoodwork  (skirtings, 
picture-rails  and  architraA'es)  are  removed  before  fumiga- 
tion. and  all  ])remises  kejd  under  superA'ision  for  a time  to 
aA'oid,  if  possible,  re-infestation.  All  bedding,  etc.,  of  tenants 
is  steam  disinfeeted  Avhen  considered  necessary.  Fumigants 
used  include  “ Cimex.”  “ Fumoid,’’  Ceseones.  and  inseetieidc 
“Zaldecide  ” and  “ Pyagra.”

Shop  Acts,  1912-1936. 

During  the  year  every  shop  in  the  borough  has  been 
visited  for  the  purjiose  of  compiling  a new  register,  and 
CA'ery  shopkeeper  has  been  intcrvicAvcd  and  supplied  Avith 
a summary  of  the  principal  provisions  of  the  Shop  Acts. 
I found  that  many  shopkeepers  looked  ujion  the  Sho)) 
Act  s as  a burdensome  legacy  from  the  lady  knoAvn  as 
“ DORA,”  and  they  seemed  surprised  to  learn  that  the 
principal  Act  Avas  in  force  tAvo  years  before  “ DORA  ” Avas 
born. 

The  original  purpose  of  the  Shop  Acts  Avas  the  closing 
of  shops  at  definite  specified  hours,  Avhich.  oAving  to  the 
different  times  made  jiossible  for  Aarious  trades  and  under 
separate  Orders,  is  A'cry  difficult  to  aehicA'e,  cs]ieeially 
in  the  case  of  the  pro})rietor  of  the  “ (ieneral  Store.” 

Desj)itc  AV'arnings,  both  Avritten  and  Acrbal,  these  small 
shoj)kee])ers  Avill  jiersist  in  trying  to  CA'adc  the  Acts  Avith 
regard  to  closing  hours,  their  excuse  being  that  it  is  difficult 
to  make  a living,  and  that.  Avith  the  CATi’-growung  multiple 
stores,  they  are  sloAvly  l)ut  surely  being  driAcn  ont  of  busi- 
ness. I am  of  the  o[union  that  the  Sho]A  Aets  eoulcl  be  better 
administered  if  the  Home  Oltice  avouIcI  ]daee  the  responsi- 
bility of  dealiiAg  AA'ith  offences  on  the  loeal  Inspector.

During  the  year  a new  Dodge  vehicle  has  been  pur- 
chased to  replace  the  S.  & D.  Freighter,  the  collection  of 
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refuse  beiiij;  uoav  carried  out  by  two  Dod^e  vclueles  witfi 
two  Drivers  and  six  Fillers. 

\Ve  have  been  couipelled  to  eiuploy  au  additional 
vehicle  from  the  llii^hway  Department  to  collect  trade 
refuse  on  two  mornin<>'s  of‘  the  week,  and  it  is  sale  to  assmne 
that  in  the  I’uture  we  shall  be  compelled  to  hire  more  olten 
or  purchase  an  extra  vehicle.  The  method  ol  disposal  is 
incineration,  all  refuse  bein<^  dealt  with  at  the  Destructor. 

I am  a<fain  very  happy  to  report  that  we  have  <rone 
through  the  year  without  any  complaints  with  rc^rard  to 
refuse  eollcetiou.  All  house  rciuse  is  collected  twice  weekly 
and  hotels  four  times  a week,  whilst  trade  refuse  in  the 
main  streets  is  collected  daily. 

We  have  L.'h'lO  ashbins  in  the  borough,  and  I would 
ap|)eal  to  all  owners  when  replaein<r  worn-out  bins  to  do  so 
with  stronu,  sound  bins,  instead  of  the  cheap  and  llimsy 
ones,  whicli  have  a very  short  life. 

The  rapid  iiierease  of  the  numl)er  of  houses  and  the 
inereasini*-  munber  of  ('ouncil  houses  necessitatiuLT  the  louif 
carries  for  the  full  l)ins  and  return  of  the  em|)ties,  is  aufr- 
mentinjf  the  work  ol  reluse  eollcetiou,  and  to  keep  costs 
down  in  face  of  this  continual  ^wowth  is  becomin.<f  iuereasinyly 
dillieult.
